TARDY ATTORNEYS. 


A New Rule of the Supreme Court Surprises 
the Lawyers. 
‘ Wasuinaton, November 11.—The new rule 
siopted by the supremecourt of the United 
Btates seems to have taken by surprise quite a 
number of attorneys practicing before the 
court. Heretofore it has been the practice of 
the court, each morning, tocall the first case 
onthe day calendar, and if argument of this 
one case occupied the whole day, then no other 
case was called. Under the new rule as soon 
as the court opens each day the first ten cases 
are called, and counsel in each one of them are 
expected to have notified the clerk that they 
intend to make an oral argument if it is their 
purpose so todo. If proper notifications in all 
these ten cases have been made, then argu- 
ment is proceeded with in the first case and 
others come up in their turn. If the clerk 
responds that the record and briefs in any case 
Yenot been printed the court summarily 
dismisses the suit. If the record and briefs 
are on file, but counsel have not notified the 
clerk that they are ready for argument, the 
case is submitted under the showing made in 
the briefs and the attorneys lose the 
tight of argument. If the record only 
ls printed, the case is continued 
and goes over for one term, thus being delayed 
Syear. The object of the new rule is to expe- 
» dite the work of the court, and its effect is 
» 8€en in the fact that business of the court is 
now two weeks ahcad of the last term. The

The International Delegates Entertained by 
the Philadelphians. 

PHILADELPHIA, November 11.—The inter- 
national American excursionists started out at 
10 o’clock this morning on a round of sight- 
seeing, accompanied by ladies of their party 
who had come on from Washington and New 
York Saturday to jointhem.

Scenes in the Washington Legislature When 
News of Admission Was Received. 

W AsHINGToN, November 11.—At 5:27 o’clock 
this afternoon the president issued his procla- 
mation declaring that the conditions imposed 
by congress on the state of Washington to en- 
title that state to admission to the union have 
been ratified and accepted, and that the ad- 
mission of said state into the union is now 
complete. 

OLyMPpIA, Washington, November 11.—The 
senate and house met this afternoon and pro- 
ceeded to elect minor officers Later, while 
the house was debating, joint resolution to 
hold a night session and proceed to the elec- 
tion of United States senator, a message was 
received from Governor Moore, announcing 
the reception of a dispatch from Secretary 
Blaine, stating that thempresident had signed 
the admission proclamation. Instantly every 
member sprung to their feet and the entire 
house and spectators cheered forsome minutes. 

When order was restored, one of the mem- 
bers, Tucker, an old pioneer of the state, rose to 
his feet, and in a brief speech, trembling with 
emotion, congratulated the legislature and 
people on admission. 

In the senate a proclamation was also re- 
ceived with continued cheering and the wild- 
est enthusiasm. In view of the proclamation 
admitting the state, the resolution to elect 
senators tonight was laid on the table, and it 
is understood no election will take place until 
Tuesday of next week. The inauguration of 
new state officers will take place next Wednes-

An Army Officer Sued for Damages—Colonel 
Chipley Sues a Newspaper. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November 11.—On

CITIZEN TRAIN RELEASED. 


He Will Now Proceed tu Lay Bare the Wick- 
edness of Boston, 

Boston, November 11.—George Francis 
Train was brought before Judge McKim in 
the probate court this morning, where testi- 
mony was given by several witnesses as to the 
mental hallucinations of the psychic seer. 

Dr. Elisha Boland testified that he had had 
several interviews with Mr. Train. The gen- 
eral drift of the doctor’s evidence was in favor 
of the theory of insanity. The doctor used 
the special term ‘primary monomania,”’ 
which, he said, meant insanity.

ROBES OF RED. 


GREETING THE CARDINALS AT THE 
CENTENNIAL, 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME TO DELEGATES 


Speech of Mr. Dougherty—Two Indian Chiefs 
Make Their Way Through the Crawd 
to Salute the Cardinals. 


BALTm™ORE, November 11.—Twelve hundred 
delegates to the first congress of Catholic lay- 
men of the United States, were called to order 
shortly before noon today by Hon. W. J. Ona- 
han, of Chicago. 

Every seat in the Concordia hall was filled 
and the galleries crowded with spectators. 

The first applause of the assembly was elic- 
ited by the entrance of ex-Governor John Lee 
Carroll, with Archbishop Ireland, of St. Paul, 
and Mr. Onahan. Archbishop Ireland briefly 
invoked the divine biessing. 

In a few spirited remarks, introducing ex- 
Governor Carroll as temporary chairman, Mr. 
Onahan mentioned the name of Pope Leo. 
Instantly there was band clapping and cheers 
all over the hall, soon growing into a tumult 
of enthusiasm. The scene was a notable one 
as the delegates swung their hats and shouted 


greeting to the Roman pontiff. Mr. Onahan’s 
suggestion that he hoped not far distant to see 
an international congress of lay Catholics also 
met with hearty approbation. 

ix-Governor Carroll on taking the chair 
was warmly applauded. He said: “It may be 
that the question will be asked by what 
authority is this congress held, and under what 
law does it assemble? Inreply to this we 
would suggest, by sanction of his eminence, 
cardinal archbishop of Baltimore, and dis- 
tinguished prelates who now surround us, and 
by virtue of the authority of the constitution of 
the United States.”’ 

He said that this congress, so auspiciously 
begun, will be but the forerunner of others 
ret to come, and that the Catholics of the 
United States will look to these congresses 
with pride and satisfaction. This congress 
has but two great purposes at heart: glory and 
progress of the Catholic church, and continued 
prosperity of the American people. [Applause 
long continued. ]

All through Mr. Dougherty’s address there 
were outbursts of cheers. 

At the conelusion cheering was renewed 
acain and again, while dignitaries on the stagé6, 
bishops and archbishops among them, crowded 
around him and shook him warmly by the 
hand.

Cardina) Gibbons, in ‘his scarlet robes, en- 
tered the hall while Senator Kernan was 
speaking, accompanied by a committee of lay 
men which the congress, by the vote at the be- 
ginning of the session, had sent to invite him 
to be present. Side by side with Cardinal 
Gibbons and the equally brilliant array was 
Cardinal Taschereau, of Canada. 

The two cardinals were heartily checred by 
the congress. . The cardinals were formally 
introduced to the congress by Chairman Car- 
roll and Cardinal Gib 
gates, welenming themin his own name and 
that of the people of Bajtimore, irrespective of 
creed. 

The cardinal paid a high tribute to the “‘irre- 
pressible west,’’ which, he said, had brought 
about the congress when he himself was scarce- 
ly in favor of it at this time. Archbishop Ireland 
was complimented highly for his share in the 
enterprise and for his stand in public matters 
in general. The cardinal! said the laity have 
the right and also the duty of co-operating 
with the clergy in every good work affecting 
society, the country and the church at large. 
The clergy and laity ought to come closer to- 
gether, and the clergy in America have much 
to learn from the worldly knowledge and 
practical one of the American laymen. It 
was from them that the clergy received their 
support--not, thank God, on the silver salver 
of the government, but from the warm hands 
and hearts of the pee He urged the dele- 
gates to show in their proceedings the liberty 
and independence that characterize freemen.

The Board of Arbitration Hold a Meeting 
in New York. 

Ngw Yoru, November 11.—The_ board of 
arbitration of the baseball league met in the Fifth 
Avenue hotel today to take action with regard to 
the qualification necessary for players who wish to 
join the National league and American association. 
The board consisted of Messrs. Young, Day and 
Rogers, of the league, and Kranthoff, Sterne and 
Byfne, of the association.

The board met again 
ot 8:30, and remained in session until near 
midnight, At the close of the session Secretary 
syrne announced that no material change had 
been made in the national agreement.

‘IT ENDED ABRUPTLY. 


PRUSECUTING ATTORNEYS IN AMUR 
DER TRIAL WITHDRAW 


ON ACCOUNT OF THE JUDGE'S RULING, 


And the Accused Walks Out of the Court 
Room a Free Man—Criminal 
News of the Day, 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November  11.—The 


trial of J. H. Benjamin for killing Captain J. ” 


Wade Douglass, at New Smyrna, in June last, 
which has been in progress at Orlando for the 
past week, terminated suddenly today. A feud 
existed betweon the two men -by reason of 
attacks upon Douglass in the columns of the 
Deland News, of which Benjamin was editor. 
Douglass met Benjamin on the wharfat New 
Smyrna and threw him overboard into shoal 
water. He then jumped on him and held his 
head under the water. While in this position 
Benjamin drew a revolver and shot Douglass 
dead. 

About ten witnesses had been examined for 
the prosecution, and on Saturday last Major 
St. Clair-Abrams, for the state, was about to 
introduce previous newspaper articlesof Ben- 
jamin in evidence when the defense objected 
to the same as irrelevant. 

After lengthy arguments on both sides, the 
court ruled the articles inadmissible. 

At the opening of court this morning Major 
Abrams addressed the judge as follows: 

‘In view of your ruling on Saturday I de- 
sire to withdraw from this case. I have so no- 
tified the friendsof the murdered man and 
have their consent. Iask that my name be 
stricken off the list of counsel in this case.’’ 


State’s Attorney Beggs then asked if Judge. 


Broome intended to exclude all the evidence 
bearing upon antecedent relations of the two 
men. The judge replied, ‘‘Yes.’’ 

Mr. Beggs then asked permission to enter a 
nollie prossequi, and the order was so made. 
The jury was then discharged, and the pris- 
oner, Benjamin, left the courtroom a free 
man. This case excited universal and intense 
interest throughout the state by reason of the 
promiderce of rhe parties, and the sudden ter- 
mination of the trial in this manner has pro- 
duced a profound sensation in Florida.

THEY WILL SERVE THEIR TERM. 


Cross and White, the Bank Forgers, Gain 
Nothing by Their Appeal. 
WASHINGTON, November 11.—The well- 
known case of Charles E. Cross and Samuel 
C. White, defaulting president and cashier, 


respectively, of thé State National bank of 


Raleigh, N. C., was finally disposed of today 
by an opinion rendered by Justice Harlan in 
the United States supreme court. The effect 
of the decision will be to compel Cross and 
White to serve ont the term for which 
they were sentenced, Cross and White, 
officers of the bank, forged a note for 
$6,250 and falsely entered iton the books of 
the bank as 4 part of the assets of the institu- 
tion with the intent to deceive the national 
bank examiner as to the condition of the 
bank. They were tried for forgery in the 
courts of Clarke county, N. C., and convicted. 
The case comes before the United States su 
preme court principally on the claim set up 
that the offense is cognizable in the federal 
but not in the state courts. It was 
contended that United States courts have ex- 
Clusive jurisdiction to try defendants, for hay- 
ing made false entries in the bank’sa book that 
the forgery of the note was an essential ele- 
ment in such entries, and that a recognition of 
the right of the state to try them for the for- 
gery would defeat the jurisdiction of the 
United States to subsequently try them for 
making false entries, an offense over which 
the United States courts have exclusive juris- 
diction. : 

The fallacy of this argument, the court says, 
is in assuming that the making of false entries 
necessarily involves the crime of forgery. 
Either crime would have been complete with- 
cut the other. That crime against a state 
could not be condoned by committing another 
aod distinct crime against the United States. 

Some other minor points are also decided 
against the convicted men. 


THE CRONIN MURDER TRIAL 


Kunze Identified as a Man W th Allases— 
Cronin’s Clothes in Courf. 

Crxicaco, November 11.—In the Cronin trial 
today a number of witnesses identified Kunze 
as a man who had passed under several differ- 
ent names, and also to his being in company 
with Detective Coughlin. Testimony was 
also introduced to show that Burke was with- 
out money shortly before Cronin’s murder, 
but immediately after he was in funds and 
was able to take a tip to Win- 
nipeg.

| How a Chemist Tried to H&le Proof Against 


Him. 

PHILADELPHIA, November 11-—An explo- 
sion of flash powder occurred at th® chemical 
manufacturing establishment of Wiley & 
Wallace, No. 123 North Seventh street, shortly 
before 4 o’clock this afternoon, by which ¢bree 
men were instantly killed, one fatally injurd 
and another seriously injured. ‘ 


A large bottle of flash powder had beeg 
standing on the shelf in the establishment for - 
& long time, and Joseph Wiley, a member ol 
the firm, determined to get rid of it on ac 
count of its dangerous nature. He took the 
Bottle toa sink in rearof the basement, and 
calling to his assistance Charles Rine- 
dollar, chemist, and Rudolph Lippman, an 
employe, proceeded to pour the stuff dows 
the sink. Rinedollar held the hose and played 
water on the compound as it ran from the bot- 
tle and Lippman assisted Wiley. William 
Kidd, another employe, stood by and watched 
the proceedings. Just exactly how the ex- 

losion occurred will never be known, but it is 

lieved that the powder, on account of its 
age, was slow in running from the bottle and 
that Wiley must have struck it against the 
sink to loosen it, Immediately there was a 
terrific explosion accompanied by a deafening 
report, the force of which shook houses in the 
neighborhood. 

iley, Lippman and Rinedollar wers in« 
stantly killed, their bodies being dashed 
against the walls of the basement and literally 
torn to pieces. Kidd was frightfully injured 
and cannot live. Alfred Moffett, engineer, 
had been close to the sink, but a moment be- 
fore the explosion occurred he walked to his 
engine, located in the center of the basement, 
and thus escaped the full force thereof. He is 
very badiy hurt, but bis injuries are not be~ 
lieved to be fatal. Thomas Haslam, book- 
keeper, was slightly injured. As soon as the ex- 
plosion occurred an alarm of fire was sounded 
and the firemen did good service in the way of 
helping the injured and removing the dead. 
Thirteen girls and a number of men were em- 
ployed on the upper floors, and they were 
panic stricken by the shock. The girls at- 
tempted to 
JUMP FROM THE WINDOWS ~ 

and some of them fainted, thus adding to the 
excitement. The building and stock were 
badly damaged, all of the windows and bottles 
being smashed, the lower floors torn up and 
the walls damaged. 

Wiley was thirty-eight years old, and livedin 
Germantown. He wasa senior member of the 
firm, and leaves a wife and several children, 


- Chemist Rinedollar, was twenty-nine years 


old and unmarried. Lippman was nineteen, 
and Kidd {s twenty-one. 

The explosion is probably indirectly due to 
a suit brought avainst the firm by the father 
of Jolin D. Cruice, a sixteen year old boy, whe 
lost his life about a year ago by an explosion of 
flash powder. Young Cruice was employed in 
the laboratory, and while he was handling 
some of the powder it exploded, killing 
him. His father sued for damages, alleging 
that the firm was negligent in allowing the 
boy to handle so dangerous acompound. The 
case was up for trial today, but was postponed, 
and Wiley, on his return from court, declared 
that he would get rid of the powder then in 
the cellar, of which there was some left on 
hand after the explosion which killed Cruice. 
He proceeded to destroy the powder, with the 
result related above. 


ACCIDENT WHILE GUNNING. 
Rev. Mr. Henderson’s Gun Accidently Dis- 
charged, Killing Mr. Jones. 

Rome, Ga., November 11.—A shocking ac- 
cident occurred today two miles from Cedar- 
town. Rev. C. K. Henderson, pastor of the 
Baptist church at Cedartown, accidentally 
shot Gabe Jones, killing him instantly. The 
men were out bird hunting in an open field. 
Mr. Henderson was iu advance of Jones with 
his gun cocked and over his shoulder. Mr.

WASHINGTON, November 11.—Official re- 
turns of November tw the department of agriculture 
relate to yield per acre and quality. They make 
the rate of production of corn a full average, slightly 
above 2644 bushels per acre, and the quality me- 
dium relatively low on the Atlantic coast from New 
York south ward, and high west of Mississippi. The 
returns of po'atoes make the average yield 76 
bushels per acre, The general average for tobacco 
of all kinds is 645 pounds peracre. The best corn is 
in the Missouri valley, as well as the highest yields, 
Saturating rains ot the coast region, with insuffic- 
ientsunshine, have lett the corn softand chaffy. The 
crop in the highlands, especially if weil cultivated, 
is of better yen The reduction of quality, over 
large eistricts, will induce rapid consumption and 
limit the stocks reserved for spring use. In the 
region of commercial corn the quality is generally 
good, The Irish potato crop is post in yield and 
quality, in the eastern and middie states, Western 
Rocky mountain yields 
are less than was expected, and the quality scareely 
medium ina large portion of the breadth. The 
New York crop is estimated at only fifty-six bushels 
peracre. Michigan average is seventy-six bushels 
per acre. 


THREE NEGROES KILLED, 


Shot by Masked Men—The Murderers Still 
" at Large. 


DANIELSVILLE, Ga., November 11.—[Spe- 
cial.|~Tom Moss, Jack Gray and Jim Moss 
were attacked at Martha Morton’s Friday 
night, by unknown masked parties. Tom 
Moss was killed, shot through the side and 
head, Jack-Gray was shot three times in the 
arm, elbow and shoulder, and Jim Moss es- 
caped, but says he was tired at three times as 
he ran.

TheDummy Ume in Court—The Through 
Schedule on the Georgia Southern, 

Macon, November 11.—[Special.}—The 
dummy line case which was adjourned from 
Saturday afternoon, was taken up again today 
by Judge Gustin in Bibb superior court. This 
is the case of the creditors ys. the company, in 
which they ask for the appointment of a per- 
manent receiver and the sale of the road, On 
Saturday afternoon Attorney Claud Estes, of 
Macon, and Mr. ©, 6.

A Kesidence Entered and Valuable Pro- 
perty Stolen. 

ALBANY, Ga., November 11—[Special. ]— 
Last night burglars entered the residence of 
Mr. J. R. Forrester through the parlor win- 
dow.

Heasked when a freight train 
would leave, and the negro told him one would 
pull outin a few minutes, and advised him to 
enter a box car. He did 80, when Milton, 
leaving a friend to watch him, hastened after 
the sheriff, who captured him in his snug re- 
treat. Upon being searched a diamond ring. 
diamorf bracelets, necklace and other valuable 
jewelry was found upon his person. They 
were identified as the stolen property 
of Mrs. Forrester. Under his pants 
he was wearing the Sunday — trousers 
of Mr. Patillo, and upon his head 
was Editor Turner’s stylish derby, He was 
jailed.

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The Constitution and Its News. 

Our friends round about are making a 
good deal of fuss about THE CoNSTITU-

The exact facts 
are these: Mr. Barrett was ordered on 
Sunday morning to go to Alabama and find 
Rube Burrow, and was not heard of by the 
writer from that time until the Age-Herald 
of Birmingham reached us, stating that 
there was uneasiness regarding him in Sulll- 
gent and it was thought there that he had 
been attacked: by Jim Cash, the brother-in- 
law of Rube Burrow, who was very mad 
about his article in Tae CONSTITUTION. 
We printed this story from the Age-Herald 
and stated that we had heard nothing from 
Mr. Barrett, but felt sure that he would 
come out all right, as he was level-headed 
and courageous. We telegraphed to the 
marshal at Sulligent and he replied the 
following day, Saturday, that Mr. Barrett 
had turned up late that night and left for 
Atlanta. Mr. Barrett was not mear a 
telegraph station from Wednesday morning 
until Friday morning and could not commu- 
nicate with us. 

It remains to be seen what justice. the 
papers that have attacked this earnest and 
conscientious journalist, will render him, 


Knights of Labor. 

To the Knights of Labor who are to 
assemble in Atlanta today, Atlanta and THE

Astothe purposes of the Knights of 
Labor, it may be said that they are merely 
following one of theimpulses of this pro- 
gressive ageandtime. Some of the greatest 
minds of the day are impressed. with the 
belief that the problems that are pressing on 
the peoplecan be best solved when each 
class proceeds to discuss and adjust them 
for itself. ; 

Atlanta is glad te have the knights 
within her walls, so to speak, and she 
extends to them the welcome that might be 
expected from a vigorous and progressive 
city that is peopled with workingmen. 


The Virginia Victory. 

The Burlington Hawkeye, which is not as 
estimable a contemporary as when it was 
conducted by Frank Hatton and Bob Bur- 
dette, has somewhat to say about the defeat 
of Mahone in the old dominion. It re- 
marks, in its perfunctory and platitudinous 
style, that ‘‘Virginia has gone democratic 
by the usual disreputable methods, All 
over the state these disreputable proceedings 
kept republicans from exercising their right 
of suffrage, and it is not surprising that the 
state went democratic by a majority ranging 
somewhere from 20,000 to40,000. It might 
as well been 75,000 or 100,000;. it would 
have been no greater fraud and outrage.” 

It is interesting to compare this statement 
from the pen of a republican sectionalist 
with another statement on the same subject 
made by the editor of the leading re- 
publican paper of Virginia. The editor of 
the Valley Virginian, who is on the spot, 
has this to say: 

The result of the election was not surprising to us. 
We bad careiuily gone over the field in the light of 
@ very extensive and reliable correspondence from 
every portion of the state. Our summing up several 
weeks before the eiectio:, was that Mahone would 
be defeated by at least 30,000. Iu the valley and 
gouthwest counties, where the white vote largely 
preduminates, we were very confident that the 
sentiment of a large portion of the republican 
voters was adverse to Mahone, and tbat the ballot 
box would show it. The victory that has been 
achieved over Mabone cannot in tairness be claimed 
as a-partisan democratic victory. It is the result of 
m deep conviction on the part of the peo- 
ple, irrespective of political identification that 
General Mahone was not the man to be placed in 
the gubernatorial chair of this great commonwealth. 
His methods are not the proper methods to be 
recognized as paramount in this state, and the best 
interests of Virginia demanded his defeat, 

As a matter of fact, the more intelligent 
megroes joined the better class of republican 
whites in opposing Mahone, and in this they 
have shown beyond question that they are 
beginning to understand and appreciate 
their responsibility as citizens. When any 
large number of negroes in the south take 
the position that those Virginia negroes 
have taken, the negro problem will vanish 

. Wike.the mists of the morning before the 
~ gising sun. . 
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an interest in the welfare of the common- 
wealth, and that they have the courage to 
break away from party association when the 
commonwealth js in peril. All over the 
state such characters are found, and it is to 
their grit and moral courage that much of 
the credit Is due for the overwhelming de- 
feat of Mahone. They deserve the thanks 
of all good citizens for the part they took in 
effecting the result.’’ 

They deserve not only the thanks, but the 
gratitude of the people who were making an 
effort to save the state from the rule of an 
unscrupulous demagogue, 


Major Stahlman, of the L. and N. 

Major E. B. Stahlman, vice-president of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad, left 
the city on Saturday on his return to his 
home in Nashville, ‘ 

Major Stahiman spent - several weeks in 
Atlanta during the session of the general 
assembly, looking after the interests of the 
Louisville and Nashyille in the State road 
lease, that road owninga majority of the 
lease shares. Major Stah)man,.during his 
stay here, made many friends in the city 
and among the members of the legislature, 
and his argument before the legislative com- 
mittee has been highly complimented by all 
who heard it or have read it. It presented 
the question of the legality of the claim of the 
lessees in a very strong light, and is consid- 
ered by many as an unanswerable argument. 

But a large part of our people think the 
legislature made a mistake in net making a 
settlement of this claim. Whatever is the 
result one thing is certain, Major Stahlman 
left the question in a much better shape 
than he found it, and he did so without the 
influence of a lobby or by using undue or 
improper influence from without or within 
the legislature. He was the accredited of- 
ficial to represent one of the strongest cor. 
porations in the southin this claim before 
the legislature, and no one could have man- 
aged it with more care or ability than did he, 

Major Stahlman took occasion to say to 
the committee when discussing this claim 
that to leave it unsettled would certainly 
result in a failure to lease the road. For 
this statement it was charged by some that 
he was attempting to bulldoze the legisla- 
ture. From our.acquaintance with Major 
Stahlman we are satisfied that he believed 
just what he stated. Heisa man of ex- 
cellent judgment and great candor, and the 
fear is that hisstatement will prove more 
truthful than it was threatening. 

We regret to part with Major Stahlman, 
and we regret more on account of the 
state’s interest that there is but little pros- 
pec} that the well managed and liberal cor- 
poration which he represented here will not 
participate in the bidding for the new lease 
of the road. fae 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial. Chronicle ‘says 
that the gross overland movement in Octo- 
ber has been only 145,744 bales against 201,- 
925 bales for the corresponding period a 
year ago and 205,214 bales in 1887. The 
decline in each instance is, therefore, quite 
heavy. For the season to date the loss for 
last year is 51,100 bales, and contrasted with 
two years ago reaches 86,029 bales. The 
movement via Hannibal and Cincinnati is 
in excess of 1888, but all the other routes 
exhibit decreases, especially via St. Louis 
and Louisville. The net for the month 
bears about the same relationto that for 
1888 and 1887, as does the gross, reaching 
101,290 bales, against 153,373 bales and 
165,493 respectively in the earlier two years. 
The aggregate for the two months exhibits 
& falling off compared witheither last year 
or 1887. 

The receipts at the shipping ports have 
been on a more liberal scale in October than 
in the like month of either 1888 or 1887, 
the total being 1,325,358 bales, against 
1,133,016 bales last year and 1,213,404 bales 
two years previous. All the important 
ports except Charleston and Norfolk have 
handled a great amount of the cotton, but 
Galveston and New Orleans show the heav- 
iest augmentation. The gain compared 
with last year in the aggregate for the two 
months is consequently large, and the loss 
for 1887 recorded at the end of September 
has been turned into a smallincrease. For- 
eign exports have been exceedingly free, 
reaching for the month 858,055 bales—a 
total far surpassing the shipments during 
any like period on record. In 1888 the ex- 
ports were 588,146 bales, and in 1887 were 
791,202. Forthe season to November 1 
the excess over last year is 397,656 bales, 
and contrasted with 1887 is 116,217 bales. 
Stocks are a little less than at the corres- 
ponding date in 1888. 

The amount of cotton marketed since 
September 1, 1889 is 376,920 bales more 
than in 1888, and 63,717 bales less than in 
1887. The movement up to November I of 
the present year is 340,920 bales more than 
in 1888 and 154,717 bales less than in 1887. 
Northern spinners had, up to November 1, 
taken 309,240 bales, a decrease from the 
corresponding period of 1888 of 125,177 
bales, and a decrease from the same time in 
1887 of 133,973 bales. s 

The Chronicle, in its weekly review, says 
that for the week ending last Friday the 
total receipts have reached 300,135 bales, 
against 308,215 bales last week and 320,587 
bales the previous week; making the total 
receipts since the Istof September, 1889, 
2,225,211 bales, against 1,829,740 bales for 
the same period of 1888, showing an in- 
crease since September 1, 1889, of 395,471 
bales. : 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
115,368 bales, of which 78,274 were to 
Great Britain, 10,338 to France, and 26,756 
to the rest of the continent, The total 
sales for, forward delivery for the week are 
604,100 bales. For immediate delivery the 
total sales foot up 3,542 bales, including 
1,153 for export, and 2,389 for consump- 
tion. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 47,000 bales. Thereis an increase in 
the cotton in sight tonight of 415,556 bales, 
as compared with the same date of 1888, a 
decrease of 268,848 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1887, and an in- 
crease of 24,932 bales as compared with 1886. 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 31,429 bales, and are 37,176 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
10,624 bales more than the same week last 
year, and since September ist the receipts 

at all the towns are-107,816 bales more than 
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at the outports the past week were 300,135 
bales, the actual movement from plantations 
was 335,613 bales, the balance going to In- 
crease the stocks at the interior towns. Last 
year the receipts from the plantations for 
the same week were 293,328 bales and for 
1887 they were 346,661 bales, 

The increase in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year, is 324,132 bales, the 
decrease as compared with 1887 is 319,391 
bales and the increase over 1886 is 260,362 
bales, 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic advices from 
the south indicate that in the greater part of 
the southwest and in a number of other dis- 
tricts rain has interferred with the gathering 
of the crop more or less during the week,

Mayor Glenn Explains Fully the Status of 
Affairs on the Water Questiou—Other 
Local Items. 


The water question interests everybody. 

Engineer Herring’s report has been read 
with interest and now people are asking, 

‘*What will be done ?”’ 

. That question was put to Mayor Glenn yes- 
terday. 

_ “othe time ago,” he began in reply, ‘by 
authority of the council, I appoin- 
ted a committee of citizens to act in conjun- 
tion with the committee on water works of 
the council in making an _ iuvestigation 
of necessities for new water 
works and the proper place to locate 
them. This committee examined all the 
streams around Atlanta and then adjourned 
until surveys could be made by our city 
engineer and submitted to Mr. Herring, the 
consulting engineer in New York, for an opin- 
ion a8 to the ‘place from which water 
should be taken and the manner ef getting it 
and the probable cost. 

“Mr, Herring gave thejmatter a thorough in- 
vestigation and made the report published in 
Tue CONSTITUTION a few days ago. I called 
the committee together and read that report to 
them, and after discussing it they adjourned 
until 3 o’clock next Thursday, when the dis- 
cussion will be continued. Itisan unusually 
intelligent committee, and I have no doubt 
that the conclusions which they will reach 
will be the best for the city and will be satis- 
factory to the people of Atlanta. 

“I don’t know what they will determine but 
I am inclined to think that they are nearly 
unanimous in favor of getting the wate. from 
the river. This committee will make a report 
to the general coancil and the question will 
then be in the hands of that body for determ- 
wwation. The water commissioners were in~ 
vited to make the investigations with this 
committee and did join them in the investiga- 
tion. 

“Tt will be noticed in Mr. Herring’s report 
that for $450,000 we can obtain works sufficient 
tosupply 4,000,000 gallons per day, which will be 
ample for a few years and these works can be 
enlarged as the demand increases without loss 
on the original investment.”

The stranger looked around and seeing a de- 
termined looking man on either side quietly 
submitted. 

Then the officers felt better. 

After keeping him for an hour in custody 
the stranger, who proved himself to be Mr. F. 
D. Cromley, one of the proprietors of a dime 
circus, was released and returned to his board- 
ing house, none the worse for having been the 
double of the notorious terror of Alabama.

DID NOT ADJOURN. 

Colonel Frank Harralson thought the meet- 
ing had nothing todo with the question and 
moved to adjourn. 

The motion was voted down. 

“If Lhad any doubt when I came here,” 
said Mr. Corrigan, ‘‘as tothe sentiment of this 
meeting, it has heen dissipated by the motion 
toadjourn.

Mayor Glenn Expresses His Views on the 
Subject—Some Plans Suggested—Talks 
With Some Promiuent Citizens. 


A grand mass mecting of citizens is now 
almost an assured fact and a call for it will be 
issued in all probability tomorrow. 

Nine out of ten want the mass meeting. 

The election is so near at hand that people 
are commencing to grow nervous and predict 
all sorts of bad results unless the meeting is 
called. The trouble has been the absence of 
any authority to call the meeting but during 
the day yesterday public attention was directed 
to Colonel B. F. Abbott, chairman of the last 
meeting and before dark his power to call the 
meeting, was generally conceded. Many At- 
lantians put themselves squarely on record 
this morning about the mass meeting. 

MAYOR GLENN’S VIEWS. 

First Mayor Glenn was asked: 

‘*What do you think of the policy of calling 
& mass meeting for the purpose of nominating 
candidates for aldermen aud councilmen ?”’ 

“I think they should be nominated like the 
conservative ticket was nominated last year. 
A mass meeting should be called and should 
authorize a meeting to be held in each ward, 
for the purpose of expressing the 
wishes of the wards as to who 
should represent them in the council and as 
aldermen. These ward meetings should elect 
ten delegates for each ward, and the chairman 
of the mass meeting should appoint ten dele- 
gates for the city at large, making a commit- 
tee of seventy which should meet and select 
proper men as candidates for aldermen 
and councilmen and report. their 
names to the mass Ameeting for 
ratification or such other action as the meet- 
ing mry determine upon. In this committee 
of seventy, in my opinion, the wishes ex- 
pressed by the ward meetings should be re- 
spected unless improper men were pre- 
sented for nomination. I believe that 
this is the fairest way to get an expres- 
sion of the public sentiment, although I am 
not wedded to it, and will be satisfied with 
any course taken provided it results in the se- 
lection of good men who will represent the 
people intelligently and honestly in the gov- 
ernment of the city.’’

COLONEL GOODWIN’S PLAN. 

‘It is not often tha! I tak» it upon myself to 
speak of an editorial,’’ began Colonel John B. 
Goodwin, when asked for his views. “But I 
do want to say that the editorial in Sunday’s 
CONSTITUTION was timely and was exactly the 
right thing. You ask my views on a mass 
meeting. In my opivion, if any meetings at 
all are to be held, it should be done systemati- 
cally. My idea of the proper plan is for 
Colonel Abbott, who was chairman of the last 
mass meeting, to call a mass meeting of citi- 
zens. Let that meeting fix a time for the 
wards to meet and elect delegates to a conven- 
tion, these ward meetings being all held on the 
same night.

NO CONTESTS. 


The committee on credentials met at the j 


Kimbali honse yesterday aud for the first time 
in the history of the organization they were 
able to perform their duties without a single 
contest being made over the election of a dele- 
te. A few protests were redgived, however, 
which the committec recognized as arising 
from personal spite and paid no attention to. 

The committee on credentials is composed 
of Mr. James Campbell, chairman “ Mr. San- 

r, of Montreal ; Mr. Harris, of Cincinnati ; 

rs, Stevens, of Ohio, and Charles Metz, of 
Baltimore. Their duties were to examine the 
credentials of each deligate and ascertain if 
the assembly which they represent is in good 
standing. All the credentials are made out in 
duplicate. The ones examined yesterday 
came by mail, and only those having the cor- 
responding papers will be admitted 
to the hall. In all 150 _ credentials 
were found to be correct. There may, how- 
ever, be a few more delegates, as some of tho 
very distant assembly districts have entrusted 
their representatives with both copies of their 
credentials. 

MANY LEADERS HERE. 

The hall of the Kimball house was the place 
of meeting last night for most of the knights 
who hadarrived. Many of the leaders of the 
organization were there, They came from every 
part of the country and as a rule they seemed 
wellacquainted with each other, having met 
for several years past at every annual conven- 
tion. There were also many new faces. The 
members of the order appeared to have no 
difficulty inrecognizing each other although 
they wore no badges or insignia except in ¥ 
few instances when a small bronze button in- 
scribed wit!: a globe and triangle was worn. 

The condition of the order and the work 
which would be accomplished by the conven- 
tion were the chief subjects of conversation 
among the delegates. ‘hey all agreed that 
the present meeting would be the most harmo- 
nious and effective one ever held. It was the 
general opinion that never had the knights 
been so powerful as they now are and never 
had the outlook for the future been so bright. 

PRINCIPLES TO BK AGITATED. 

Five principles of vital interest to the 
knights wil! be agitated during the conven- 
tion, besides others of lesser import. 

First and foremost, a cemand for the Aus- 
tralian ballot will be made, and every men* 
ber of the order will be instructed to work h's 


best to have the new system of voting adopted, . 


The knights will also advocate that the gov- 
ernment of the country assume control of all 
railroads, telegraphs, and also of the transpor- 
tation of freig):ts. 

A strong oppes tion to national banks will 
be recommouced, so that the money may be 
issued directly to the people. 

The delegates will be instructed to use their 
best eiforts to have the legislators of their 
states make it illegal to employ children under 
titteen years of age in their factoric¢s, and equal 
pay for equal work by both sexes will be re- 
commended, 

FEDERATION WITH THE ALLIANCE. 

In order that sone of their designs may the 
more easily be -vorked to a suecessful issue an 
offensive and defensive alliance will be formed 
with farmers ailiaree. This has already been 
done in the wesiern siaces, and the knights 
claim that immense power has been 
gaired by both organizations in  conse- 
quence of the union. President L.  F. 
Livingston has been invited to be present at 
the oe and before it closes he is 
expected to make aspeech stating the views of 
the alliance. 

General Worthy Foreman Wheat, chairman 
of the co-operative board, ranks next among 
the knights to Grand Master Workman Pow- 
derly. He 1s a typical leader and organizer of 
men. Large of frame, with strong features 
anda mouth every line of which betokens 
B.rength of will far beyond the common, his 
eyes are clear and piercing, aud his light hair 

nd mustache all go to form a man who 
would be chosen from among thousands as a 
leading spirit. 

Ever since its inception he has been a cen- 
tral figure among the knights, and he is able to 
give the reasons for the great boom of three 
yea’: ago, of the sudden falling »way of the 
henvership, and of the present prosperous 
condition of the order. 

THE KNIGHTS ON A BOOM. 

He said last night that the great boom came 
With the geneial .ush of all laboring men who 
saw inthe Knizhts of Labor a means of ob- 
taining high wages with as little work as pos- 
sible. When these men found that the order 
would not assist them in their strikes they left 
it, and thousands of them were dropped for 
non-payment of dues, This caused a 
stagnation, but only fora while. The teason- 
ing and best element of labor found that 
the knights were working in a@ conservative 
Way aud they began to take the places of the 
desaffected. Since the first of last January 
700 local assemblies had been formed and now 
the order isso prosperous that orders have 
been sent out to enroll as few members as pos- 
Bible and thuse only of the best class. 

Among the other prominent members at the 
Kimball last night were J. B. Rae, master 
workmar. of district 135 of coal miners. He 
claimed that the Pennsylvania mines were 
coming into line with amazing rapidity and 
during the past month{forty new assemblies 
had been formed in his district. 

The annual meetings have hitherto remained 
in session for between two and three weeks. 
Everything this year, however, promises to 
work so smoothly that ten days, itis estimated, 
Will be sufticient to complete the business.
